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RAs  and  Dorm  Life 


Dorm  life  is  a  large  part  of  most  students’ 
lives:  the  majority  ofWPI  students  spend  at  least  one 
year  in  an  on  campus  dorm  or  apartment.  This  is 
where  many  close  friendships  are  formed  and  where 
many  students  really  learn  about  life  at  college.

Goat’s  Head  Competition 


The  tradition  of  the  Goat’s  Head  Competition  began  with  a  black 
goat,  the  mascot  of  the  class  of  1 893,  who  became  too  expensive  to  care 
for  and  was  therefore  beheaded  in  1 89 1 .  The  head  was  mounted  and  soon 
became  an  object  of  class  rivalry.  The  original  goat’s  head  disappeared  in 
1 892  and  was  returned  during  the  class  of  1 893 ’s  20th  reunion  dinner  when 
it  was  revealed  that  the  class  of  1 894  had  stolen  it  and  hid  it  in  Nova  Scotia 
for  that  entire  time. 

The  original  competition  was  based  on  several  events  by  which  the 
classes  scored  points.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  points  were  tallied  and  the 
Goat’s  Head  was  presented  to  the  winning  class.  The  original  competitions 
were;  sports  events  (football,  basketball,  track),  the  Tech  Carnival,  Paddle 
Rush  and  the  Rope  Pull.  The  Paddle  Rush  was  changed  to  a  Flag  Rush  in 
1924  because  it  became  too  violent;  the  Flag  Rush  was  abolished  two 
years  later  also.  It  has  been  revived  off  and  on  over  the  years  until  1 990 
when  it  again  became  a  staple  of  the  Goat’s  Head  Competition. 

The  Current  Goat’s  Head  Competition  consists  of  the  Freshman- 
Sophomore  Rope  Pull,  the  Pennant  Rush,  the  Freshman- Sophomore  Relay 
during  Winter  Carnival,  and  Jeopardy.  Also  the  Goat  has  to  make  an 
appearance  during  several  events  throughout  the  year.  These  showings 
usually  lead  to  a  mad  dash  and  tackling  of  whoever  is  in  possession  of  the 
Goat.

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Alpha  Chi  Rho  Means  Diversity 


The  WPI  Greek  system  in  the  1960s  was  certainly  different  than  it  is 
today.  The  eleven  fraternities  on  campus  were  large,  with  Phi  Kappa  Theta 
and  Sigma  Plii  Epsilon  exceeding  well  over  100  members.  Fraternities  were 
more  specialized  than  today,  with  many  fraternities  basing  membership 
exclusively  on  creed  or  external  characteristics.  The  fraternity  system  was  at 
maximum  capacity  and  could  not  accommodate  increased  enrollment.  This 
was  the  scene  in  March  1965  when  five  freshmen  and  a  junior  decided  to 
organize  a  new  fraternity.  Delta  Sigma  Tau.  The  founders  believed  that 
fraternities  on  campus  were  too  limited  in  scope,  thus  the  new  fraternity 
would  be  absolutely  non-sectarian  and  non-discriminatory  in  practice  as  well 
as  in  design. 

Within  one  year,  the  fraternity  had  grown  to  over  twenty  members. 
The  fraternity  encouraged  a  diversity  of  ideas  and  interests  to  the  point  where 
it  became  a  microcosm  of  the  interests  and  capabilities  of  the  campus 
population.

Under  Olson’s 
guidance  as  faculty  advisor.  Delta  Sigma  Tau  became  a  Chapter  of  Alpha  Chi 
Rho  one  year  later. 

One  key  factor  in  joining  Alpha  Chi  Rho  was  the  siiuilarity  of  ideals.  The 
fourth  landmark  of  Alpha  Chi  Rfro,  “Judgment  not  by  externals,  but  by 
intrinsic  worth;  no  one  is  denied  membership  in  Alpha  Chi  Rho  because  of 
race,  creed  or  nationality,”  exemplified  the  local  fraternity’s  high  regard  for 
all-inclusive  membership.  Today,  Alpha  Chi  Rho  continues  to  pride  itself  on 
the  diversity  of  its  membership.
